Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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understood that the device is for generating energy. The only way the device can 
generate electricity is to have a constant input of energy. The pendulum will not 
generate energy using the acceleration of gravity. It is also understood that applicant 
has an input to continue the pendulums' swing; however, the input is only described to 
keep the pendulum's out of phase with one another. The disclosure is silent that the 
inputs are needed to keep the device operating. The disclosure is silent to any claims 
that the device uses the power of a pendulum to generate electricity, but it is also silent 
as to the requirement that energy be continually added to the device not only when a 
phase adjustment is needed. It seems the applicant is seeking a patent on a perpual 
motion machine being careful not to explicitly disclose that the device generates more 
energy than it consumes. If the device requires a constant input to operate, this must 
be stated. 

5. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed 
invention is inoperative and therefore lacks utility. The use of an elastic spring renders 
the device inoperative. A spring will not input a "source of energy" since the energy 
released after a compression will be, in fact, less than the energy required to compress 
the spring. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

7. Claims 1-4, 10-13, 28-32, 35-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Krisko (4,852,350) [cited by applicant].
